On the third 
point raised by Sir William Gregory in his inter 
view with the Egyptian leader, Arabi Bey dis-

Their advertisement 
distinctly stages that ‘‘the O. N. T, factories at Nevw- 
ark, N. J., and Paisley, Scotland, make sufficient 
thread daily to go around the world four times,”’ 
and though this quantity may be termed ‘“‘prodigi- 
ous,”’ it is nevertheless correct. 

Even had their advertisement read ‘‘more than 
sufficient thread to gO around the world four times 
daily,’’ they would still have been stating the lit- 
eral truth. 

The article also states that the manufacturers of 
Clark’s O. N. T. are not the largest spool cotton ex- 
hibitors at the Atlanta exposition.

If 
the bursting of some great southern rmilroad bubble 
in the future should start a panic it would take 
half a dozen cotton expositions to rally the pros- 
trate industries of the sonth. 

In Mississippi and Florida two land companies 
have lately made purchases of enormous tracts of 
land, with the avowed intention of finding settler: 
forthem. By the Mississippi purchase a London 
firm gets from the state 1.000.000 acres of land in 
the Yazoo delta, a region of such extraordinary 
fertility that it issaid in one of the bulletins of the 
census bureau that with poones cultivation, aye 
entire cotton crop of the United States could be 
raisedi within its limits. The jpurchasers anhounce 
it is their intention to “improve. colo- 
nize, and eultivate these lands.’’ Mr. Disston’s 
Florida purchase is much larger, covering 4,000,000 
acres—a tract considerably larger than the state of 
Connecticut—in the very heart of the state. Sir 
Edward Reed has bought half of the land, and will, 
itis said,try to people it with English and conti- 
nenutal emigrants. The experiment will be 
watched with the greatest interes. Nobody doubts 
that Florida is vu state of magnificent 
possibilities many directions—notably ia 
orange cultu sutthe impression prevails 
white men, even southern waite men, cannot stay 
there with safety during the hot months. Cf 
course, so rich a part our domain will not al- 
ways be allowed to idle. Some use will be 
found for it, if only as the winter home of a north- 
ern horde teeing the severitiesand sudden changes 
ef our trying climate.

No one can doubt that it has been a 
priceless teacher to the people of the south, in- 
culcating lessons and facts which they could have 
got so readily in no other wav. The stockholders 
of the exposition company will cheerfully bear the 
slight pecuniary loss involved by its failure to pay 
expenses, looking with confidence for their recom- 
pense to its later fruits, and Director-General 
Kimball will tind ample reward for his year’s hard 
work in its iinmediate success and its remoter, but 
vastly more important, results.

Some idea of this enormous quantity 
ean be gained when we think that it is more 
than thegcity of Columbus, Georgia, Surns in 
two years. At Atlanta prices it would cost 
fully three hundred thousand dollars to light 
Philadelphia one night. 

By the way. Mr. Helme, who owns about 
one-third of the gas stock in Atlanta, lives 
here and is largely engaged in the manufac- 
ture of metres. His partner in that business is 
Mr. John Meliheny, formerly mayor of Co- 
lumbus, aman whose public spirit and gen- 
eral usefulness are most kindly remembered 
in that city. He moved to Philadelphia in 
‘76 and has prospered here as he deserves to 
prosper anywhere. 

When John Welsh was in Eneg'and as 
American minister he did one good thing, if 
no more.
